OF GERMANY IS ANNOUNCED 


Thoroughly Smashed 
Germany Capitulated 
Early Hour Monday

An Associated Press Dispatch from Reims, France, by 


Ed Kennedy announced the signing of the 
surrender, 


ending history's bloodest conflict after 2,076 days. 


The British ministry of information said Prime Minis- 


ter Churchill would broadcast an official announcement 
tomorrow at 9 a.m. (EWT) "in accordance with arrange- 
ments between the three great powers,' and King George 
would broadcast at 3 p.m. (EWT). Tuesday "will be 
treated as Victory-in-Europe Day," it said, and Wednes- 
day also will be regarded as a holiday. 


A Stockholm dispatch said jlermans would" begin 


marching from Norway across the border to Sweden this 
afternoon in accordance with surrender terms, but there 
was no confirmation from Swedish officials. 


The surrender was signed at Gen Eisenhower's head- 


quarters in a little red school house at Reims, France. 


A: least 40,000,000 men, women and children were 


casualties from this global war fired by Hitler's armored 
plunge into Poland on Sept. 1, 1939. 
Hitler's Reich lay 


shattered. Victory in Europe was won—at tremendous, 
unasseisable cost in human lives and treasure. 


Col. 
Gen. Gustav Jodl, new chief of staff of the de- 


feated German armies, signed the surrender for Ger- 
many. Russia, first to smash back the Nazi power, was 
represent - ' by Gen. Ivan Susloparov.

SURRENDER TOOK PLACE 
AT HEADQUARTERS OF 


GEN. 
EISENHOWER

sia at 2:41 a. m. French time to- 
day.

The surrender which 
brought 


the war m Europe to a formal end 
after five years, eight months and 
six days of bloodshed and destruc- 
tion was signed for Germany by 
Col. 
Gen. Gustav-Jodl. 


Jodl is the new chief of staff of 


the German army. 


It was signed for the supreme 


allied command by Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Walter Bedell Smith, chief of 
staff for General Elsenhower. 


REICH GOVERNMENT

LONDON. May 7—(IP)—A

victors for mercy toward the Ger- 
man people and armed forces. 


After signing the full surrender, 


Jodl said he wanted to speak and 
was given leave to do so. 


"With this signature,' he said in 


soft-spoken German, "The German 
people and armed forces are for" 
better or worse delivered Into the 
victors' hands. 


"In this war which has lasted 


more than five years both have 
achieved and suffered more than 
perhaps any other pepola in the 
world."

The British government announced that tomorrow 


will be celebrated as V-E Day. Prime Minister Churchill 
will bioadcast at 9 a m . Eastern War Time and King 
George VI at 3 p.m., EWT. 


In Washington microphones were made ready for a. 


broadcast by President Truman. Prime Minister Church- 
ill, ar.er a busy day at 10 D'owning St., went to see King- 
Georgs VI. 


News of the surrender came in an Associated Press 


dispau-h from Reims, at 9:45 a.m., Eastern War Time, 
and ;mmediately set the church bells tolling in Rome 
and elsewhere. 


In the hour before the news from Reims, German 


broadcasts told the German people that Grand Admiral, 
Karl Doenitz had ordered capitulation of all fighting 
forcea, and called off U-boat warfare. 


Joy at the news was tempered only by the realization. 


that the war against Japan remains to be solved, with 
many casualties still ahead. 


40,000,000 Casualties 


Tho end of the European warfare, greatest, bloodiest 


and costliest war in human history—it has claimed at 
least 40,000,000 casualties on both stdes in killed, wound- 
ed, and captured—came after five years, eight montns, 
and six days of strife that overspread the globe.

German armies laid down their 
arms and marched home to a coun- 
try which was dho.-t of supplies be- 
cause of the naval blockade, but 
didn't have a war scratch on It. 


Now Gormany'? mechanical en- 


gineering Industry has either been 
destroyed in the main or U to be 
taken away from her. She also is 
losing rich agricultural lands In 
East Prussia and Silesia. 
Her 


mineral wealth will be greatly re- 
duced. 


Thus the reich, which was an In- 


tegral section of tho European eco- 
nomic structure, is dropping out 
of this place. 
So the specialist] 


must now figure out a way to bar 
ance the economy of Europe which 
is badly shot to pieces, quite apart 
from the German position,

County Agent 
Answers Questions 
About Gardens 


What shall we do with the typl- 


cai garden? This question Is an- 
swered In the following way by 
Vera Sneed, county home demon- 
stration agent. 
The English peas, cabbage, and 


Irish potatoes are about through. 
Clean off all plant residue. Prepare 
and fertilize rows. Plant to cream, 
blick-eycd .or purple hull peas, leaf 
lettuce, late beets, corn, radishes, 
late spring beans, or butter beans. 


The leaves of the egg-plant have 


turned yellow. This is a disease 
called "eggplant yellows." Nothing 
can be done now. Keeping young 
plants thoroughly dusted with dust- 
ing sulphur In the hot bed would 
have prevented its occurrence.
